The Institute will gladly keep the lecturer informed of all requests for lec- 
tures that are received, but assumes no responsibility for the number of lectures secured. 


It is understood that the person filling out this blank desires lecture engagements ranging from one or two 
to a series of lectures in different American collegs and universities. The usual fee is $75.00 for one lecture, 
$50.00 each for two or three, and $200 for a series of five lectures during a single week in the same institution. 


The lecturer pays his own traveling and hotel expenses, although some of the colleges extend hospitality to 
visiting professors.

ERCLURE PELOUAIN THE UNITED STATES 


The colleges and universities welcome lecturers from the middle of October to the first of 
May in each year. Most of the colleges open the last week in September or the first week in 
October, and are not ready for lectures before the middle of October. The colleges close the 
last of May or early in June, and the last month or six weeks are taken up with examinations 
and preparation for Commencement. The registration blanks of those wishing to lecture in the 
fall should be received at the Institute the preceding I’ebruary or March; while the blanks of 
those wishing to lecture after January 1, should be received at the Institute the preceding Octo- 
ber. The Institute publishes brief announcements regarding expected lecturers in its News Bulle- 
tin issued monthly from October to May, and sent to the administrative authorities of the col- 


leges and universities.
